Do they teach life 
skills? 

Many people ask which style is best. The answer 
is: "All of them." 

Don't get stuck on the styles. Instead, meet the 
instructors. See if they are good teachers and 
whether they share your values. Unless you have 
strong cultural reasons for wanting to learn a 
particular martial art, there's no need limit 
yourself to any one particular style.
